Harbin, Manchuria, May 6.— (Cor­ 
respondence of The Associated Press) 
The name of General 
Semenoff, 
the Cossack leader who opposed the 
rule of the Bolshevik! government in 
Siberia was feared and 
respected 
throughout that country until 
his 
force recently was driven into Man­ 
churia. He ruled with a stern hand, 
according to the many stories that 
are circulating through Siberia. 
Boisterous and disorderly Bolshe- 
bottie of vUk1 Partie» returning from the front 
to their homes in Siberia became sud­ 
denly quiet when their trains entered 
the sector of the Trans-Siberian rail­ 
way line controlled'by General Sem­ 
enoff. 
According to these stories, Semen- 
off’i methods were not gentle. About 
a month ago, the Bolshevik! author­ 
ities in Irkutsk sent a delegation to 
Semenoff offering him a large sun 
of money and a high position in their 
ranks if he would cease ligating 
against them, and join their ran As. 
They requested a written reply. 
General Senior off is said to have 
oiv*«?i od his Cvssaeks to strip the del- 
espies and gi/3 
them 
twenty-five 
lashes with the koout. When this had 
been done he told the delegates to 
return to Irkutsk and show his re- 
DT, at the same time threatening to 
serve all Molshevlki who fell into his 
hinds in the same manner. 
On another occasion a train load 
of reservists going to their home 
through SemeuolTs section were all 
shouting what they would do to the 
officers when they got to their homes 
When Semenoff and two of his men 
boarded the train. The Cossack gen­ 
eral made himself known whereup 
the reservists sprang to attention and 
saluted, and begged to serve under 
him. Semenoff ordered them to stand 
at the salute until he ordered them 
to do otherwise. 
When he left the 
train they gave him three ringing 
cheers. 
About the middle ot January* the 
Bolshevik government at Petrograd 
dispatched the acting minister of 
marine to Vladivostok to purchase 
certain supplies. This acting minis­ 
ter had been a sailor on one of the 
war vessels. 
According to stories 
which came from Siberia, he and his 
staff insulted passengers, fired re­ 
volvers through the windows and de­ 
manded that telegrams should be 
sent ahead for all troop trains to be 
sidetracked so as to allow his train 
a clear road. 
The train was stopped a t Douria 
station, the m inister and 
his 
staff 
were ordered to go on the platform 
where Semenoff questioned him and 
then ordered him before a drum -head 
court m artial. 
The court pronounc­ 
ed him a tra ito r to his country, and 
Semenoff, in a n n o u n c in g the death 
sentence, stated th a t a1! traitors who 
fell into his hands would be treated 
the sam e way. 
The execution took 
place on th e station platform , one of 
Semenoff’s officers shooting the min 
ister through the heart. 
The troops under Semenoff are un­ 
der strict discipline.

SAFETY FACTOR IN CONCRETE 


Ald Traveler at Night to Keep Road 
•nd Glaring Reflections of Bur- 
face Are Missing. 


Any hard road Is good, any perma­ 
nent type—concrete, brick, asphaltum 
is better. Each individual advocate 
has his own favorable argument, so 
the concrete man says, with a good 
deal of truth, that "not only do con­ 
crete roads harmonize with natural 
surroundings, and blend with objects 
in the landscape, but their light-colored 
surfaces aid the traveler at night to 
keep lo the road. Since the top of a 
<*oncrete pavement presents a sandy 
and gritty surface, there are no glar­ 
ing reflections of sunlight nor mirror- 
like effects, as are found with many 
other types of surfaces when worn 
smooth or when wet 
“Dark-colored roads, merging Into 
the grass and foliage at the roadside 
at night, are indistinct, and there is a 
likelihood of accidents at curves, 
whereas the light-colored surface Is 
distinct from the sides of the road. 
Under motor traffic the concrete road­ 
way offers an element of safety, as no 
matter how dark the night the clean, 
firm, light, nonskid surface Is clearly 
defined to view.**

the top by two planks six feet long, 
thus making a sled ten feet long and 
Mr feet wide. 
The two runners are again connect­ 
ed by two planks two inches thick and 
twelve Inches wide. These planks are 
set on edge, the same as the runners, 
and at an angle of about 45 degrees to 
the runners, as follows: 
On the right side of the drag start 
the diagonal plank 12 inches back of 
the front, and connect with the op­ 
posite runner (which will be the left 
side), 5 feet hack of the front runner; 
then have another plank of the same

Efficient Road Drag. 


dimensions exactly 4 feet back of the 
front diagonal plank. Be sure to make 
an opening In the runners on the left 
*lde. immediately In front of each 
diagonal plank, the opening to be about 
5 inches high and 24 inches long. In 
order to make the drag solid and well 
braced run a 2 by 12 inch plank diag 
onally across the top, opposite the 
planks which serve as a drag. 
Have an Iron shoe about one-quarter 
inch thick and 3 Inches wide on the 
front of the two dragging planks, the 
bottom of the iron shoe to be one-half 
inch below the runner on the right 
side and exactly even with the runner 
on the left side. 
Large holes should be bored In 
front ends of the runners in which 
to attach the rope or chain to pull the 
drag. It is well to hitch the horses as 
close as possible. The total weight of 
the drag, under these specifications, is 
about 200 pounds and on ordinary team 
can pull it on a dirt road, with a heavy 
man on. with less effort than any other 
drag of the same dimensions on the 
market and It will be found that this 
road leveler will do far better work 
than a apl It-Icg or metal drag.
